As fo2 the other ſeruices that London hath 
done in times of peace, they are tobe meaſured by conſideration of * 
the commodities whereof J will ſpeake anon. Jn the meane ſea- 


ſon let the eſtate and gouernment of this Citie be conſidered to the
